WARRANT 


State of Maine Penobscot, ss. 


To James McCubbin, a constable of the Town of Glenburn, 
in said County of Penobscot, GREETINGS : 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Glenburn in said County of Penobscot qualified by law to 
vote in town affairs to meet at the Town Hall in said Town 
of Glenburn on Monday, the 10th day of March, A. D. 1958, 
at 8:00 o’clock in the evening, then and there to act on the 
following articles, to wit: 


Art. 1. Tio choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. ‘To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To act on reports of town officers for the past 
year. 


Art. 4. T choose a Town Treasurer for the ensuing 
year and set the salary for same. 


Art. 5. To vote to choose whether there shall be three 
or five Selectmen, Assessors and Overseers of Poor for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To choose Selectmen, Assessors and Overseers 
of Poor for ensuing year and set salaries for same. 


Art. 7. To choose one or more road commissioners for 
the ensuing year. 


Art. 8. To choose one member of the school board for 
a three year term.

Art. 9. To see what action the town will vote to take 
relative to collection of taxes. 


Art. 10. To choose a tax collector for the ensuing year. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to fix a date when 
taxes shall be due and payable, and fix a rate of interest to 
be charged on taxes unpaid after that date. 


Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to pass the follow- 
ing resolution or take any action with respect thereto: 


RESOLVED: That the Town Treasurer with the ap- 
proval of the Selectmen or a majority thereof be and they 
are hereby authorized to borrow from time to time in an- 
ticipation of taxes for the taxable year commencing April 
1, 1958, a total sum not to exceed $10,000.00 and for such 
purpose to issue and sell the promissory note or notes of 
the Town, said note or notes to be in such form, to bear 
interest at such rate, and to be payable at such date within 
the taxable year in which they are issued as the Selectmen 
or a majority thereof may approve, and to be paid out of 
money raised by taxation during that year. The proceeds 
of such note or notes are to be used for and are hereby 
dedicated to purposes for which the Town may legally raise 
money or incur debt. 


Art. 13. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
board of Selectmen to sell and convey in the name of the 
inhabitants of the Town of Glenburn, the interest in any 
real estate the town may have acquired by virtue of pro- 
ceeding for the collection of taxes. 


Art; 14: .. To choose all other necessary town officers. 


Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to transfer the 
balance in Lakeview Road fund to a fund for the repair of 
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Ohio Street. (Budget. committee recommends that this be 
done) 


Art. 16. To see if the town will vote to apply unex- 
pended balances or overdrafts to their respective 1958 ac- 
counts. 


Art. 17. To see what sum the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for general government. (Budget commit- 
tee recommends $3,000.00) 


Art. 18. To see what sum the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for overall school maintenance. (Budget 
committee recommends $22,000.00) 


Art. 19. To see what sum the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for school house repairs. (Budget commit- 
tee recommends $300.00) 


Art. 20. To see what sum the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for school furniture. (Budget committee

(Budget. committee 
recommends $500.00 in addition to the $1,000.00 from ex- 
cise taxes)

and appropriate for Charities and Corrections. (Budget 
committee recommends $1,500.00) 
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Art. 32. To see what sum the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for Persons and Property. (Budget com- 
mitee recommends $500.00) 


Art. 33. To see what sum the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for Cemeteries.

To see whether the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $25.00 to be paid to the State of 
Maine Publicity Bureau to be expended and used for ad- 
vertising the natural resources, advantages and attractions 
of the State of Maine in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 91, Section 108 of the Revised Statutes of 1954.
